modations for tourists. But the roads and trails and 
bridges were in fair shape and things went along rea- 
sonably well. 


The Governor's backers in the movement promised 


that when the National Government took hold there 
would be fine hotels, steel bridges, safer and more nu- 
merous trails, macadamized roads—in short, that Yo- 
semite would rival the Yellowstone in the way it was 
fitted out for tourists. With the help of the Southern 
Pacific, Pardee managed to squeeze his scheme 
through, and the .great state of California was put in 
the cowardly position of saying that it Was too poor 
and too lazy to care for the world's greatest scenery. 


Well, the Yosemite is now the disgrace of the na- 


tion. 'The United States Government has done noth- 
ing there except to quarter a troop of cavalry on the 
floor of the valley There is no new hotel. The trails 
are not in as good shape as formerly. Not a bridge 
has been built. The roads are ankle deep in dust and 
getting rougher every year. Pardee's great work has 
borne a bitter fruit. 


But now that President Taft has personally seen 


the condition of the valley, there may be some stir at 
Washington to spend some money and some energy 
on putting the wondrous Yosemite into a condition 
fit to receive the thousands of visitors -ulio fock there 
in increasing numbers every year. 


Meeting of Taft and Diaz 


Now, \\hat do you suppose President Taft and Pres- 


ident Porfirio Diaz are going to talk about down there 
on the border between the tvx> republics today? 


Some of your readers may recall that a few months 


ago I advised them to keep their eyes on Mexico. 
There had then been no hint of trouble there. 
But 


in a week or so the turmoil came to the surfacfe, show- 
ing, as I said it would, an opposition, not to Diaz, but 
to his attempt to insure Ramon Corral as his succes- 
sor. 


Well, Diaz has stamped out the surface showing of 


discontent and revolution, but the 
seething under- 


neath the surface is going on just the same. And 
what do you suppose the Reyistas are afraid of?

That is why 
they are waiting for and watching for some news of 
what Taft and Diaz say at their meeting today at 
El Paso and Juarez 
If there is any assurance of 


hands off there will be something doing in Mexico 
right away. 


Pet Culinary Dishes of the Rich 


Xovv that Mrs. B. B. Cutter, mother-in-law of J. 


Downey Harvey, has published a cook book of the 
recipes of herself and friends the general public can 
easily know the pet dishes of the rich and haughty. 
For instance, here is Mrs. Henry T. Scott's recipe for 
dripping toast: 


"Take the dripping saved from roast beef and spread 


on nicely toasted bread and put in the oven to brown. 
It is delicious " 


Surely that is easy enough for anybody. Afid here, 


for instance, is Mrs. Horace Blanchard Chase's rTotion 
of "Italian spaghetti": 


"Break spaghetti into small pieces and put into boil- 


ing water and let boil until tender. In a separate pan 
fry together in a cup of butter two or three cloves of 
garlic, MX small onions, two 
teaspoons conserve or 


stewed tomatoes, chopping all very fine before put- 
ting in the pan, and fry very brown. If dried Italian 
mushrooms are available, allow them to soak in boil- 
ing water for one hour; also chop very fine and add 
to frying pan both the mushrooms and water from 
them. When they are thoroughly brown pour into the 
pot cf spaghetti which \ou have drained of water, 
stirring all well together, adding a cupfull of grated 
Rotterdam cheese at the very last moment. Little 
cut up sausages mixed w ith the spaghetti improve it." 


The sausage as a little cut'up will appeal to more 


than the palate and the stomach. But heed to what 
Mrs. Francis Carolan has to say on the cooking of 
squabs stuffed with celery: 


"Prepare squabs by washing thoroughly and lay in 


'•'It and water for half an hour. Dry and stuff with 
ll.c following mixture: The 
tender part of celerv 


chopped fine, large lump of butter, salt and pepper. 
Fill birds very full and place in very small baking 
pan so they will touch each other. Put thin slice of 
fat salt pork on each breast and roast." 


Perhaps the polloi should be grateful for these peeps 


into the kitchens of the rich, and in any event Mrs. 
Cutter has published recipes that it is easy enough for 
the simplest cook to follow.

Judge Dunne's Latest Performance 


So much noise is being made in'the political cam- 


paign that Judge Dunne's latest performance has n«t 
received the attention it deserves. Dunne has just 
settled the bill of exceptions in the case of Michael W. 
Coffey, on appeal, under compulsion. 
He held uj 


the bill of exceptions 'for five months, despite the un- 
tiring efforts of ex-Judge Carroll Cook, Coffey's at- 
torney, to secure speedy action. Lam toid that he 
sent his clerk for them when they were in the hands 
of the printer, locked them up in his chambers and 
refused to settle them till compelled to do so by an 
oi;der from the District Court of Appeal. 


In the meantime Coffey was languishing in jail, suf- 


fering from a painful disease. Dunne would not admit 
him to bail or sign the bill of exceptions so his .'case 
might have a prompt hearing. Finally the matter was 
presented to the District Court of Appeal, and Dunne 
was forced to certify the case so it could be heard on 
appeal. 


The basis of the appeal alone was the instructions 


given to the jury by Dunne. Those instructions were 
of such a partisan character that Dunne did. not desire 
to approve them for presentation to the higher court, 
and he held back till a writ of mandate compelled him 
to attach his signature to a copy of his own instruc- 
tions. 


Dunne is undoubtedly in fear that he will be reversed 


as he was in the Schmitz case, and wished to hold 
Coffey in jail under conviction until Ruef's appeal was 
determined and Calhoun's trial concluded.' The prose- 
cution has held off Ruef's appeal as long as possible, 
but desires it to take precedence in the Appellate Court 
over the Coffey case. 
Ruef has been denied bail by 


Judge Lawlor, and the delay in settling the bill of 
exceptions in his case operates to hold him in prison 
for a long period no matter how his appeal results. 
On account of his illness the District Court of'Appeal 
ordered Coffey's release on bail, the bond to be ap- 
proved by Judge Cabanniss, presiding judge of the 
Superior Court, but Ruef can neither"'get a hearing 
in the higher court nor admission to bail pending ap- 
peal. 


Michael W. Coffey is one of the immunity, contract 


Supervisors. ' At the trial of Tirey L. Ford his testi- 
mony was not satisfactory to Heney, so he had Judge 
Lawlor take an adjournment and had Coffey indicted 
for boodling. Andy Wilson, who testified as Coffey 
did, was indicted at the same time. Subsequently Wil- 
son made his peace with Heney and Burns, reversed 
his testimony and had his grant of immunity re- 
stored. No matter which of the several stories he has 
told under,oath is true, it is a self-evident fact that 
he has committed rank perjury. But he is again in the 
thick of the moral uplift, doing his duty like the honest 
thief he is", and enjoying freedom from the care and 
prosecution visited on his sick old pal Coffey. 


The latter stuck to the story he told as a witness in 


the Ford case, and was convicted on the testimony of 
"Big Jim" Gallagher and Wilson*, who were declared 
by Judge Dunne not to be accomplices. It is believed 
that Judge Dunne did not sign the instructions be- 
cause he knew he must be reversed, and hoped to be 
able to say in justification that his short-hand reporter 
had sent up the instructions, and that he did not know 
whether they were right or not. 
Bell and the Campaign 


Theodore A. Bell of Xapa is adding to the gaiety of 


the campaign by making speeches for Gavin McXab's 
candidate for Mayor. As Bell's law practice is pretty 
slack these days, he has ample time to devote his time 
as a volunteer spellbinder to the sen-ice of the McXab 
machine. The Scotch boss probably takes a sardonic 
pleasure in having'for a recruit the man who de- 
nounced him last year as a corporation agent playing 
politics in the .Democratic party to betray the principles 
of Jefferson, Jacffson, Tilden, Bryan and Tom Watson. 


In 1906 Bell was McXab's candidate for Governor. 


Last year he broke with McNab at tWe eleventh hour 
and by a coup took control of the^Fresno convention 
as 'the sworn foe of the McNab machine. Now he has 
come down from Napa to speil for McNab's machine 
and denounce the Union Labor organization, which 
he had previously courtad with such assiduity. In do- 
ing so he places himself in opposition to Jim Barry of 
the Star, former Congressman Maguire, Michael 
Casey, former Police Commissioner Hagerly and 
others who helped him in his fight for Governor an'd 
gave him,enpugh votes from this city to take control 
of the Fresno convention from the McNab forces.

frpra the city; also to keep his band of 25 acolytes 
on, the municipal payroll. Hence he* is straining ev- 
ery nerve to defeat Fickert and elect Heney. Fick- 
ert has given public notice that the graft of ,the gum- 
shoe brigade will cease when he become* District At- 
torney, and this has spurred Burns and his merry men 
to try every trick of their trade to make votes for 
Heney. 


Two weeks-ago I related how they worked a futile 


scheme to employ Fickert to draw up incorporation 
papers for an outfit organized to commercialize the 
social eyil. ^ately the Burns agents have been circu- 
lating among.the tJnion Labor men Fickert cards 
without the onion stamp. This is being done to create 
the impression-that Fickert is patronizing non-union 
pririt shops. 


Ordinarily this sort of business would be regarded 


as mean and rascally, but the "moral uplift" in San 
Francisco is* not squeamish or at all concerned with 
ethics. Burns has a band of followers who will stop 
at nothing to get results. Their jobs arc at stake and 
some of them have good reason to fear a vigorous and 
impartial administration of the criminal law. 


A few days ago William Dunlap, a resident of Ne- 


vada county, was Caught on the street by Aleck Greg- 
gains, a former prize fighter, and brought before Burns 
and Heney, who accused him of knowing something 
about "money being paid to the police by crib-keepers 
and put him through a sweating process. Getting no 
satisfaction, Heney dismissed him with the warning 
'that he must report to the sheriff every day. 


The young man was astounded and somewhat un- 


nerved by the ordeal to which he had been subjected, 
atld has imbibed a natural aversion to the reform meth- 
ods practiced by Heney and Burns. He is a-member 
of the Masonic, Elks and other benevolent orders and 
stands well in his home community. 


It appears that Dunlap is a nephew of Ihe proprietor , 


of the Dunlap hotel, a somewhat notorious resort, and 
is an acquaintance of ex-Mayor Schmitz 
He visited 


Schmitz at his home, and on coming out found Greg- 
gains waiting for. him on the sidewalk. The ex-pugilist 
said he was a detective attached to the District Attor- 
ney's office and told Dunlap Burns wanted to see him 
at his office. Heney was there with Burns, and the 
two of them took" turns at bulldozing and threatening 
him. 


Burns is making a great campaign among the women 


at meetings hi private»houses from which reporters for 
papers opposed to Heney are excluded. Burns in per- 
son expelled a stenographer who attended one of these 
meetings when he found his words were being taken 
down. He accused the reporter of being in the employ, 
of Patrick Calhoun and said it was not his purpose to i 
let Heney's opponents know what he was saying. 


This illustrates the gumshoe method of campaign- 


ing. It also explains why Burns is so successful in 
buffaloing so man)' estimable women with a craving 
for parlor politics. Thus he worms his way in social 
circles where he would be loathed and execrated if his 
true character were known. 
Strange Story of a Suicide 


A strange story has been going its rounds in th'e 


clubs, the hotels and wjierever men of affairs in this 
city meet for the clearing- of the gossip of th< day. 
It 


has for its leading character a man who was one of tne 
head official of a local industrial corporation, the name 
of which was once a household word and without 
which no history of California would be complete. 


This man stood high in the commercial and social 


worlds and his name was held to be without blemish 


d hiseharacter without reproach. One day,' but a 


few months back, the city was startled by the an- 
nouncement that he had committed suicide. There was 
much speculation as to the cause, and even wonder- 
ment at his self destruction, it having been thought by 
liis friends and associates that he was not only prosper- 
ous and possessed of a fair share of this world's goods, 
but also at peace with himself and all mankind. His so- 
ciaj and business relations were enviable. An examina- 
tion of his affairs proved that insofar as his connection 
with the Corporation, of which he was a trusted officer, 
was concerned, they were scrupulously correct 


But his own private affairs were not so satisfac- 


tory, He had been thought to be possessed of con- 
siderable ready money, but an examination disclosed, 
that this had all disappeared. 'Further investigation 
showed that most of this money had gone to the com- 
bination for civic purity and private political 
and 


rinancial gam that lias infested this city for the past 
three years. 


This, too, seemed more than passing st-ange to the 


riends of the suicide, for they knew that his sympa- 
hies were not with that side of the contrc versy. The 
nquiry was pursued and it was disclosed that the bus- 
ness man had led a Jekyll and Hyde life. He had a 
ad for the collection of books and other publications 
of the erotic and lewd.' He carried this bobby to the 
dressing of his favorite v^vorks in the collection in 
costly covers and bindings. Embossed leathers, 
mother-of-pt arl, brilliant hueil velvets, vith clasps 
and edges of gold and silver, some being c/cn studded 


v, 
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with? Jewelsr might be found among Tiis collection. 1 
Some of these-rare and proscribed volumes are said to 
have been BO obscene that Rabelais and the Decam- 
eron are as Quaker madrigals compared to thenu 


The hidden half of this business man's dual life is 


said to haue found its inspiration from these salacious 
booka,-and was accordingly most lewd and licentious. 
The private detectives in the employ of the aggrega- 
tion that has advertised itself as seeking to-purify Sat* 
Ffancisco became aware of the degeneracy of the now 
suicide and proceeded to prey upon him, and by threat 
of public exposure extorted large sums of 
money 


from him which they claimed were to be used in the 
cause of civk righteousness. Having paid to these 
harpies1 -nearly all his ready money, and' they becom- 
ing rnone importunate and threatening of exposure if 
he did not give them more, he sought relief in death, 
which he accomplished by placing a revolver to his 
head and palling" the trigger of the weapon. 


Since the untimely death of this citizen- of hereto- 


fore high standing in public esteem, many of his li- 
brary of erotic publications have been disposed of at 
private sale, but some hare been retained by the wid- 
ow •who threatens to bring suit against the principals 
in the conspiracy to make a financial wreck of her 
husband by exacting-tribute from him to aid the cause 
of crric purity under threat of exposure of his dual 
life- If he failed to respond to their demands.

The special invitation extended by President Taft 


to Governor Gillett to accompany hjm on his trip into 
the Yosemite Valley may mean much.

pany the President to the borders of the State, but the 
trip by Taft into the Yosemite was announced by him 
as one of personal rest and recreation, and of an un- 
official character, and when the President invited the 
Governor to accompany him on this jaunt it meant 
fhat his impression of California's chief executive was 
more than a casual one—in short, that he was most 
favorably impressed by him.

-There were other orators at the Taft banquet, the

Real Estate Looking Up 


Real estate is looking up in San Francisco, particu- 


larly in the downtown or business section. Recently 
there have been some big deals running into hundreds 
of thousands of dollars each and aggregating a whole 
lot of money. Transactions that a few rnonths ago 
were regarded as impossible are now of frequent oc- 
currence. 
Prices are almost as good as they were 


just before the fire, when San Francisco was,enjoying 
its most prosperous times. 


Eliminating that period following the conflagration 


of 1906, when there were 100,000 men employed in 
removing debris and in new construction, there are 
more mechanics at work on buildings in this city now 
than there ever were at any other time in its history. 
Tire permits issued by the Board of Public Works f^>r 
new construction average close to $500,000 a w«ek. 


More moncv is being deposited and there is more 


coin in the banks than heretofore 
As indicating the 


abundance of moncv, mortgage loans on San Fran- 
cisco real estate now aggregate -from $500,000 to 
$750,000 a week. Another indication of the plethora 
cf money is that banks that have not until recently 
made outside loans are now placing considerable 
money on out of town mortgage's. 


Eastern money is coming in by the millions from 


both banks and insurance companies. One Los An- 
geles insurance company has been making hwrge loans 
here. Tne Hibernia Bank is making loans up to $500,- 
000. More money is being se£ aside by some of the 
banks for mortgage loans than they can get good se- 
curity for.

and the satisfactory -financial situation would indi- 
cate that-it was no idle boast that San Francisco would 
bo itself again in five years after-the disaster of 1906.

Probably the most valuable piece of real estatfr-per 


front foot in San Francisco is the Blythe block on the 
north side of Market street between 
Kearny and 


Grant avenue, and it is for the most part covered by 
the worst shacks in the business district Th» Union 
Trust Company is retrieving the Grant avenue corner 
with its new bank, but one of the greatest improve- 
ments this locality has known in its history will be the 
splendid new building that the San Francisco Savings 
Union is about to erect just opposite the Union Trust 
Company at the juncture of Grant avenue and O'Far- 
rell street. The Savings Union is one of the oldest 
banfts in the city, having a history longer than the 
Hibernia or Germania;'but it has been content with 
old-fashioned quarters down in the lower part of 
Montgomery street, until now the directors have de- 
cided to move up town arid be in the swim. Vice 
President Dmm has let the contracts and wort on 
the new structure will be begun next month. It will 
contain no offices except for the bank's own use, but 
it will be an architectural ornament to the city and 
it will replace the unsightly wooden wickiup that has 
been an eyesore on a cortspicttotis site ever since Grant 
avenue has been a thoroughfare. Something more of 
this kind between the Union Trust Company and the 
Mutual Savings Bank i& the improvement Market 
street needs more than anything else.

bear the brunt of the traffic between 
.Alaireda and Oakland. 


"It will onlv be a question of time be- 


fore the population of Oakland and Ala- 
meda Increases to such an extent that 
tho drawbridges will be unable to handle 
the traffic. 
It will then be necessiry, 


and I wish It could bo done as soon as 
possible, to construct subways under- 
neath the creek. I suppose this expense 
would be borne lolntly by the two cities. 
although I don't know whether the rail- 
road companies would or would not have 
to bear a share tn It. 


"There Is no question of the feasibil- 


ity of the underground tube. They arc 
In Buccessful operation In Chicago.

Crane, who was nprx>intecl Minister co 
Cnlna and -was recalled Just aa ha was 
about to sail from San Francisco for h's 
post, declined today to reveal what hla 
friends declare are the real reasons for 
his retirement. 


One of these friends, however, Walter 


T. Fisher of Chicago, Intimated that the 
Incident was far from closed and that 
revelations which would be made In <!ue 
time would show Crane to have been the 
vlatlm of a political intrigue. 


"While Crane's 
i facial relations ar« 


definitely ended," said Fisher, "there lire 
many things connected with this matter 
of such a character and appearance that 
American people must continue to be 
deeply concerned In them. 
Mr. Crane 
has preferred not to go Into them, be- 
cause of the possibility that a public dis- 
cussion at this time might be harmful 
to the public interest. 
"So far as the personal Indignity and 
official 
embarrassment 
due 
to public 
opinion, the responsibility Is on the De- 
partment of State and not on Mr. Crane. 
He did not even entrust his telegram to 
the President to the ordinary agencies, 
but took It to thd President's secretary 
to be sent In cipher. 


CRANE KEPT SILENT. 


"Not until Secretary Knox gave out 
his astounding jtatement to the Presi- 
dent did Mr. Crane make any public 
statement and even then he purposely 
omitted many Important and significant 
matters because It might Injuriously af- 
fect the public Interest to mention them 
now."In the long ride across the continent 
to Washington Mr. Crane did not men- 
tion the reason for his recall. He could 
not, as he did noc know the oflCendln, 
newspaper article had been published an 
did not see it until the day aftor he 
reached Washington. It Is depplv signi- 
ficant that none of the scores of news- 
paper men whom ho met on his journey 
mentioned this article or any "canards" 
concerning an American protest to Japan 
"It Is due to Mr. Crano also to now 
that In carrying out the President's 
wishes that he snould do some vigorous 
public speaking and in the absence of 
Instructions from, the State Department 
Mr. Crane carefully confined himself to 
lines laid down by Mr. Taft himself in 
the famous Shanghai R >eech, ringing with 
vigorous Americanism and so definitely 
friendly to the Chinese that it ended all 
talk of the dismemberment of China. 


WAS PRO-AMERICAN. 


"Those who are so concerned about 
whether he was pro-Japanese or anti- 
Japanese, seem unable to understand a 
man who has been first, last and all the 
time simply pro-American; and, as the 
American Minister to China, also pro- 
Chinese. 
"Hie only thought with the offending 
newspaper article was that if the Ameri- 
can government should decide that its 
interests in the 'open door' demanded a 
protest the American press should then 
be prepared to discuss it intelligently arid 
effectively. 
"The effort to connect Mr. Millard as 
the r*»al cause of Mr. Crane's recall is 
"quailv unfounded. 
Mr. Millard had i 
commission to write some magazine or 
ticlfs on the Far East and asked if there 
was anv objection to his traveling on 
the «iame ship with Mr. Crane \sho con- 
sented with the approval of the Presi- 
dent 
with whom Mr. Millard had once 
traveled 
"It will be r**cpllod that Mr. Millard 
also addressed that celebrated ShanprnaJ 
meeting and that Mr. Taft then pub- 
licly spoke of him as one -who has writ- 
ten much and well on the Far T5ast, and 
has pi\ en close attention to the statis- 
tics of trade of China and the countries 
of the world.' 
"The fart that because Millard Is vig- 
orously pro-Chinese he Is put down as 
anti-Japanese may throw spme light on 
the present situation But the entire mat- 
ter can bo understood and discussed 
more intelligently and safely as the facts 
become public property In the future."

Next Tuesday the Portola festival will open 


In San Francisco. It will be a notable historical 
event in the career of that city. Designed osten- 
sibly as a means of commemorating the discovery 
of San Francisco bay by Caspar de Portola, its 
greater .significance lies in the fact that it marks 
the rise of the city from the ashes and ruins in 
which it was left by the calamity of April, 1906, 
when it was laid waste by the shock of earthquake 
End by fire, and its elevation to a condition of 
.vaster solidity and permanency than it ever was 
tefore, and that in the brief period of three and 
one-half years. 


The civilized nations of the earth have united 


to pay tribute to the new city and to commemo- 
rate the event which ultimately opened to the 
world's commerce one of the finest harbors in the 
world in which the united fleets of all nations could 
tasily ride at anchor and on whose shores cluster a 
group of cities wherein are domiciled nearly, H 
not quite, three-quarters of a million inhabitants,

: in the brief period of sixty years, and which

way to Oakland than it is to San Francisco. This 
city has its day allotted to it in the program of 
the week's festivities.

Peary May Be the Faker. 


If Peary and his friends in their eagerness to 


discredit Dr. Cook's discovery of the North Pole 
have, as is directly charged, gone so far as to 
bribe' Cook's companion on the trip to the summit 
of Mount McKinley to commit perjury to estab- 
lish their accusation that Cook is a "faker," the 
public will begin to think seriouslv that Peary is 
the real "faker." If it is true that C. B. Fay, a pro- 
fessor of Tuft's College, has just communicated 
the news that he climbed the lofty Alaskan peak 
last summer and found Cook's records on the sum- 
mit exactly as described in his book "On the Top 
of the Continent," it establishes conclusively that 
he did not fake the story of the ascent. 


It will have a tendency, however, to suggest! 


the possibility that Peary has utilized the records 
of the trio to the pole which Cook left at Etah in 
the charge of Harry Payne Whitney and the in- 
formation which he picked up from Cook's Esqui- 
maux companions to the Borean center to work 
up a fictitious story of his own alleged discovery. 
The similarity between Peary's statement of his 
trip over the icefields and the conditions existing 
at the North Pole to that which Cook gave out to 
the world a week before Peary was heard from, 
is so striking as to suggest the possibility of liter- 
ary theft, for virtually the only difference in the 
two versions is that Peary claims to have made 
vastly greater speed in the dash to and from the 
pole than Cook did. 


According to attaches of the navy, there is no 


man connected with that branch of the service 


v who is more profoundly hated than Peary, or who 


has a bigger reputation for inveracity, and they, 
assert that he is quite capable of trumping up a. 
fictitious story of the conquest of the pole.

Alaska's Gold Production. 


Alaska may prove this year to have exceeded 


California in its output of gold, as $11,000,000 has 
already come out of the Tanana valley district and 
$4,000,000 out of Nome. Circle City and the Por- 
cupine river district are yet to be heard from, and 
the full returns from Tanana and Nome are not 
yet in. Then the gold output of the Juneau and 
Douglas island mining districts have not yet been 
made known. These are sure to swell the total 
for the Territory very considerably. In former 
years the output of the Klondike, which is in the 
British Yukon Territory, has been more or less 
incorporated in the Alaska returns of gold yield. ] 
But Alaska will certainly figure in this year's rec- 
ord of the mineral resources of the United States 
as second in the list of gold-producing States and 
Territories, Colorado occupying the .premier posi- 
tion, as it has done for many years past. 


It looks as if the American Tobacco Trust 


Company—a subsidiary of Standard Oil—had thus 
early in the history of partial free trade in the to- 
bacco products of the Philippine islands secured 
a monopoly of the island output and that it is pre- 
paring to turn the monopoly to its own financial 
advantage. It is represented that the trust cleaned 
out the stock in all of the Manila factories and is 
now getting ready to advance the price of Manila 
tobacco and cigars so as not to impair its monopoly 
of domestic and Cuban products. The trust reaped 
an enormous harvest off the repeal of the war tax 
on tobacco and it is apparently arranging to reap 
another out of the free admission of tobacco pro- 
ducts from the Philippines.

Handling Visitors Is a Problem Across the Bay 


AN FRAXCISCO, Oct. 
16.—Five floors of 
the 


new Palace Hotel are now 
completely furnished and 
ready for the reception of 
guests. The remainder of 
the work is progressing 
rapidly and in a "week or 
two the public may ex- 


pect an announcement of the opening of the big cara- 
vansary early in December. I am told it requires '120,- 
000 yards of carpet for the rooms, stairways and halls 
and corridors. There are 685 rooms, and each one on an 
average requires forty yards of carpet. All of the car- 
pet and in fact practically all of the furnishings and 
contents were bought in the United States. The brass 
beds were purchased in this city. The mahogany fur- 
niture is of a special design, which no other hotel 
has or can have. The pattern is to be destroyed by 
the manufacturers as soon as they shall have filled the 
order. The hotel is financed for eight millions, and 
the institution is correspondingly in an excellent 
financial condition. Five millions in stock have been 
issued. Of this amotint three millions were given the 
Sharon estate for the site of the old Palace. 
The 


other two millions were sold at par to many prominent 
people in this city and New York. Again three mil- 
lions of bonds were arranged for and of this amount 
two millions were readily sold here and in New York. 
The other million of bonds is still held in the treasury 
and part of it may have to be used to pay the last 
bills for furnishings. The remainder can be used for 
future requirements. For a number of years before 
the fire the Palace paid a net profit of $500,000 per an- 
num, 
or 10 per cent on a valuation of five millions, 


and 5 per cent on ten millions. The new Palace is ex- 
pected to do equally as well, so sanguine are its back- 
ers of the future of the city and its hotel phase of life. 


VISITORS FROM THE EAST 


Speaking of the hotel phase of life in San Fran- 


cisco, it is a noteworthy fact that 60,000 tickets have 


been validated for eastern travelers this summer at 
the joint validating office of the Southern Pacific and 
Santa Fe on Market street near Fourth. Only the 
return portions of round-trip tickets purchased east of 
Ogtien, The Needles and El Paso are required to be 
validated or re-signed by the travelers at this office. 
This is the largest eastern travel San Francisco has 
ever had in any one summer season. How many more 
people came from points west of the three gateways 
mentioned is not known. They were many, however. 
The crowds of easterners either visited the Seattle 
fair first and came this way en route home, or they 
came to San Francisco first on their way to Seattle. 
This eastern and coast travel accounts for the very 
remunerative business local hotels Jiave done since 
last May and for the fact that the Southern Pacific 
and Santa Fe have had the largest summer travel on 
the coast in their hisory. Many of these easterners 
visited Los Angeles and with people they came in 
contact with here, particularly hotel men, they assert 
they heard worse things about San Francisco from 
the Los Angelenos than from the mouths of the Se- 
attle people. Of course, the easterners saw readily 
how silly these knocks from the southland \vere and as 
is usually the case, these attacks became boomerangs. 


CAPTAIN McKINERY'S DEBTS 


Captain John McKinery, whose recent departure 


from the managership of the Citizens' Alliance and 
from his San Carlos home occasioned considerable 
talk, and still continues to do so, is supposed to be in 
New York. At least some influential persons are 
trying to locate him there for purposes of their own. 
N. J. Brittan, the well known clubman and capitalist, 
appears to be about the only man McKinery assidu- 
ously cultivated who has not suffered financially at 
the erstwhile British soldier's hands. 
The Union 


League Club is still out a $°o bar bill he managed to 
run up while there on a visitor's card. 
He raised 


$8500 on his San Carlos home by giving a first mort- 
gage of $7000 and a second one for $1500. He got a 
local bank to take the second mortgage, and now to 
save itself it may have to assume the first .mortgage. 


A member of the Citizens' Alliance charges that the 
gay captain owes him $1250, and all down the line 
from jewelers to real estate agents and down to the 
San Carlos newsboy there are maledictions being 
heaped on his head. To the newsboy he owes thirty 
cents. Mr. Brittan, who has a fine country home at 
San Carlos, could tell much of the captain's conduct 
in that neighborhood were he disposed to do so.. Hav- 
ing escaped the snares and blandishments of the cap- 
tain, Bfittan would feign let him and his be gone. 
Meanwhile the captain will never come back this way 
if he can help it The San Carlos correspondent of a 
little country paper not far away from his home in all 
seriousness paid this tribute to the captain on his de- 
parture : 


"Captain McKinery, the globe-trotter, successively 


captain in the British-Boer war, writer, author, edi- 
torial writer, social idol and continuing his meteoric 
career has closed his beautiful San Carlos home and 
in company with his wife started on a pleasure trip 
to the north pole via Galveston, Tex. After having 
attained this last named goal, for one of his undaunt- 
ed, courageous and ambitious nature, we shall expect 
to hear of him as in that unhappy state of 'sighing for 
more worlds to conquer.'" '

HORACE HAVEMEYER COMING WEST 


Apartments have been engaged at the Fairmont for 


Horace Havemeyer of New York, the son of the late 
Henry O. Havemeyer, who was for many years the 
head of the sugar trust. At present W. B.. Thomas 
is at the head of the trust, having succeeded the elder 
Havemeyer. 
The son of the latter is studying the 


chemical, mechanical and trade features of the sugar 
business in order to fit himself for a responsible place 
with the trust. There are those who predict that in 
time he will climb to the top in .the big organization. 
Presumably his visit to California has something to 
do with his studies of the sugar business. The trust 
owns a large share of the Spreckels Western Sugar 
Refinery out here, and the latter's leading expert of- 
ficials originally came from the trust's eastern plants. 
In a deposition taken here a little over a year before 


his death, Claus Spreckels admitted that the Have- 
meyer trust was an owner of stock in the Western* 
Sugar Refinery. The latter handles raw sugar from 
Hawaii, Java and other places. Operated as i 
juncts to it are some valuable beei sugar properties!. 
It is said young Havemeyer will inspect all these efc»' 
tablishments to add to his store of knowledge of die 
business. So, in £me this young man may continue/ 
actively the family name in a business whose product 
is so closely associated with the household wants of 
the American people.

Mabiey 
expressed himself publicly In an article 
written for the press to the effect that 
he wished tha citizens to, investigate 
the subject and glv« their Impressions 
publication. 
Hie chief Idea Is to 
arouse enthusiasm In manuS training 
and awaken' Interest In that llna of 
school tfork. 
In the letter to a Haywarfl news- 


paper. Mabrey writes as follows upon 
the system of education: 
"Generally speaking, our education*, 
al system, from top to bottom. Is 
wrong and wrong most decidedly, iMt 
us see If that statement Is true, 


FEW GRADUATE. 


"Statistics show that only sixty out 


of every 100 people graduate from Jhe 
Grammar schools. 
Hayward Gram- 


mar school falls below the average la 
this respect. 
Only flv» out of every 


100 people era graduate of the High 
school, and but one to every 100 see 
light through the university. Some- 
thing Is wrong; let ,u« try to locate 
the disease in order that a cure may 
be effected. 


"Why was It and why Is It, that the 
average of forty people out of every 
100 did not and do not, remain long 
enough to complete the simple rudl-' 
ments of an education? 
Of course 


there are many reasons; In fact too 
many even to name much less to dis- 
cuss In the limited space at my dis- 
posal. Furthermore, nothing could be 
more distant from my mind than to 
'attempt to offer a real panacea for 
existing Ills. 


"Certainly there Is no more sense In 


subjecting every child to the same 
course of study, than there is In ad- 
ministering the same kind of medicine 
without regard to the thousand and 
one kinds of ailments. And yet wo 
are cramming the educational pabu- 
lum down the throats of tho children, 
just as grandma used to force treacle 
down our gullets. 


"The coursoy of study should be Wt; 
jled to-the pupil. If there is to be»ny 
trimming, every boy and girl has an 
Inalienable right to bo thoroughly 
equipped for life's battles; Ti'» owe It 
to them. 
"What are our boys going to do 


when they leave school, having grad- 
ua.ted?, 
What will become^of our 


girls? The boy with clumsy hands, 
and the girl who cannot make her 
own clothes, or bake a batch of bis- 
cuits, fit to eat, are both misfits. 
"If manual training were Installed 


In our grammar school, and by reason 
thereof, the sixty per cent of our boys 
and girls who now leave and hitherto 
have left school at the sixth grade, 
never to enter school again, were re- 
duced to 60 per cent, even this slight 
gain would be worth all the efforts of 
which we are capable."

The afternoon had been 
raw and cheerless, but when the ninth inning opened with Detroit 
going to her death, the gun broke from behind the western clouds 
Ind for the first time in the whole afternoon the great crowd rose at 
the coming of the sunlight and cheered madly, tearfully and fear-

went down and when Fred Clarke went into the air at the close of 
the ninth pulling down the fly from Tom Jones' bat .closing; the 
£ame, the crowd of thousands began to surge on the field. Were 
they angry that Detroit had once more lost the world s champion- 
ship? No they crowded around the sad Tigers, some of whom 
were weeping and patted them on the back, wishing them better 
luck next year. The Pittsburgs received a most tremendous greet- 
ing from the few thousand fans who had come from Pittsburg to 
see the final struggle.

Fighting every inch of the way up and down California Field j 


in one of the finest exhibitions of Rugby football ever played by' 
freshmen teams, Stanford v,-on from California yesterday afternoon 
by the score of 5 to 0, while 6000 persons looked on and loudly 
cheered their favorites. Today there* is much joy in Palo Alto and 
corresponding gloom in Berkeley 
It was one of the hardest-fought 


struggles ever witnessed in Berkeley or Palo Alto, and seldom have 
two more evenly matched teams faced each other on any football 
field. The consensus of opinion among those unbiased is that it 
should have been a O-to-0 game. 


Had California played the first half in the manner it did the 


second there would have been no score. In the early part of the first 
half the Blue and Gold players were listless and their seeming in- 
difference cost them the game, but while California was beaten her 
team was by no means disgraced. 


Stanford used the eight-man scrum to California's seven and 


this gave them no slight advantage, but California evened matters 
up with fighting so much harder. Stanford secured the try within 
the first ten minutes of the struggle and converted. Then Califor- 
nia seemed to wake up and thereafter the cardinals were never in 
serious danger of scoring. In the second half California got within 
a yard of the Stanford goal line on three different occasions and 
each time Stanford surprised the thousands of spectators with a 
marvelous defense which, aided by California's over-anxiety, averted 
She imminent score.

BARTLETT PEARS 


New Yorkers Pay 10 Cents 


Apiece for Luscious Cali- 


fornia Fruit

NEW YORK, Oet IT.—New York com- 


mission men have been very much Im- 
pressed Tvith the enormous consumption 
of fruit during the Hudson-Fulton cele- 
bration. I had a talk with a prominent 
dealer who ^holesalos much California and 
Pacific Coast fruit through the Washing- 
ton market, and ho spoke of the excep- 
tional call for California pears. "The re- 
ceipt of pears," said he "showed a sharp 
falling off the last two weeks, and with 
this unusual demand for Bartletts 
the 


price on stands about the city streets took 
a sudden jump, which was unprecedented. 
We did not anticipate such a call for 
pears from the strangers who came to at- 
tend the celebration, hut the way they 
gobbled up the fruit was astonishing 
A 
thing which Interested me particularly was 
the call which came from so many of 
these street 
customers 
for 
California 


fruit 
It was not at all unusual to have 
an old lady and gentleman walk up to a 
stand and specify to tho vendor that they 
would like to ha\e a few California pears, 
nnd what was still more remarkable was 
their familiarity with the fiuit from the 
Golden West. 
To bo offered anything 
but the genuine article Invariable- brought 
a disgusted refusal to buj anything else. 
"From all parts of New York came the 
sam*3 report of thf=e conditions 
Fancy 
Bai tictts even it 10 cents apiece were 
sold more readily than the inferior qual- 
ity from local states at the rate of two 
for a nickel. It was evidnnt that quality 
was 
Tvliat the strnneeis wanted, and 


were willing to pay the price. The small 
eize and general unattractive appearance 
of Seckei pears, which came Into our 
markets during the past two weeks, have 
disappointed us very much. Of course 
the 
great volume of fruit, 
especially 
along the pear and peach 
line, comes 
from near-by states. 
Delaware Kieffer 
pears have been arriving In very small 
quantities. 
The Hudson-Fulton celebra- 
tion has practically 
cleaned 
out New 
York of all its choice fruit. Considerable 
impetus was given to the demand for 
fruit during the celebration as a result of 
the commissary department of the United 
States Navy sending In big orders for the 
battleships Iving at anchor In the Hud- 
son river 
The other -warships, although 
not calling for such large supplies of all 
varieties of fruit, took away much of the 
better variety of apples. 


The prompt action taken the other day 
by the citrus Protective League of Los 
Angeles, California, to combat the ef- 
forts of tho railroad to Increase the pres- 
ent freight rates on lemons from South- 
ern California to New York markets. hfiB 
met with the unanimous endorsement, 
not only of commission men and produce 
dealers here but the consumer, as well. 
When It was learned that the railroad 
companies desjred to add 15 cents per 
hundred pounds for transporting lemons 
to the Kast it was evident that the local 
price of fruit would have another good 
excuse for taking a Jump 
About the 
Wallabout market in Brooklyn, where 
Immense quantities of lemons are dis- 
tributed dally, there was much Indigna- 
tion at this attempt to increase the rates 
because it was contended that the> rail- 
roads had been 
doing 
a much more 
profitable nusinf^s, than the growers. Not 
a few New York houses are financially 
interested 
in the 
orange 
and lemon 
groves, as well as 'the apple orchards on 
the Pacific Coast. Tho rumor that the 
railroad companies arc considering the 
advisability 
of 
increasing 
the freight 
.rates on oranges ten cents per hundred 
I pounds, on Novembor 1, is another rca- 
i son for much anxiety being felt in local 
' markets.

fact that the Dumas apple orchards of 
•Walla Walla will pick a car of yellow 
Newton applets to be exhibited at the 
National Apple Show In Spokane. Is con- 
sidered a splendid hit Messrs. Belnhart 
& Kelly, leading apple dealers In New 
York, purchased this entire crop a few 
weeks ago. and In their contract It was 
specifically specified that a car of 630 
boxes of these yellow beauttes should be 
sent to the show. A prize of 11500 has 
been offered, and If this car wins the 
money. It becomes the property of the 
Dumas orchards, after which the prlxo 
apples are to be brought to the (ffeat 
Eastern metropolis, where they will be 
sold as the best examples of Washington 
fruit. 


A good deal of comment 
Is 
being 
heard In New York markets on the Hx- 
Ing- of 15 as the price per ton on grapes 
by the California Wine Association. This 
has started a war of words between tho 
small growers, who assert that they can- 
not harvest their crops for that sum. and 
the Association officials who are respon- 
sible. 
The Association in turn asserts 
that $5.00 per ton is all that can be paid 
on account of the over-production and 
decrease in consumption. 
California Is not nlnno burdened with 
an over-production of grapes. 
Indeed, 
this seems to be the condition all over 
the United States. In Ohio, as well as 
Connecticut and New Jersey, many vine- 
yards will remain unpicked because the 
price of this fruit Is so small that It will 
not warrant the payment of .labor. Tho 
over-production of grape Juice and other 
products from the grapes has to a cer- 
tain extent destroyed the grape sale In 
New York. 


A California fruit dealer, who spent a 
week attending the Hudson-Fulton festiv- 
ities, told me the other day about the 
planting of 40.000 orange trees In Texas, 
by Harvey 8. Styles of Raymondvllle, 
Tex. 
HP said: 
"Mr. Styles now owns 
a property of several thousand acres 
known 
as 'The 
Palms" In lower 
Rio 
Grande Vallev. and It Is on this tract he 
will plant 
his 
orchard 
of 
Satsuma. 
oranges. He has decided to plant forty 
trees to the acre," Mr. Styles, my Cali- 
fornia Informant tells me. Is one of the 
best authorities on orange culture In the 
West. 
He was one of the jurors on the horti- 
culture at the St. Louis World's Parr. 
When completed, he will have the largest 
orange grove in Texas.

I with inspection, whereas the regulation 
I charge of the American Institute of Arch- 
itects is 6 per cent and that allowed on 
federal government work 5 per cent. 


The showing made is held to Indicate, 


therefore, that It Is decidedly profitable 
for the city- to maintain Its own bureau 
of architecture.
